comes to them.

J\ew York, Aug. 15—The third day 


of the strike closed with the Commer- 
cial Telegraphers' union and the two 
big companies as far apart as they 
•were at the moment the operators 
walked out at a whistle blast signal. 
On neither side was there a sign of 
yielding. While the companies report- 
ed improved service, the strikers gave 
out bulletins showing that business 
was badly crippled. The strike lead- 
ers found many of the day's develop- 
ments encouraging, and declared that 
they were gaining strength with every 
hour. There was an enthusiastic mass 
meeting of striking operators in Ever- 
ett hall, which was formally designat- 
ed as strike headquarters. The stand 
which the Order of Railway Telegra- 
phers will finally take seems to be one 
of the vital issues of the strike situa- 
tion. So far as union officials could 
learn, no commercial messages were 
being handled by railroad operators. 


President Roosevelt won't concern 


himself personally with the telegraph 
strike, according to the best informa- 
tion obtainable here. 
Appeals to the 


president to take some action looking 
to a settlement of the strike were re- 
ceived at the executive office here 
from boards of trade and commercial 
bodies of a large number of cities. The 
applications were similar in character 
to those formulated by the Chicago 
board of trade. 


The communications have been re- 


f^rred to Commissioner of Labor Neill. 
It is understood that no instruction or 
recommendations have been forwarded 
to Mr. Neill. It is stated here that he 
has as yet made no report to the presi- 
dent, nor has he reeled messages 
from Mr. AooseveH touching upon tbe 
matter in hand.

And Leave the Government in 
the 


Hands of the Emperor 


Next Year. 


Shanghai, Aug. 13. — It is report«d 


that Tsi An, the empress dowager, will 
abdicate, leaving the government in 
the hands of the emperor, at, the next 
Chinese new year. A meeting of the 
grand council has been called to make 
preparations for the change. The em- 
press Tsi An is 72 years old, and sev- 
eral times heretofore it has been re- 
ported that she -would retire. Her in- 
creased age, however, has given the 
report much credence 
In 1848 she 


was among 10 girls chosen as second- 
ary wives for Emperor Hien Fung. At 
once her cleverness was in evidence 
and her long career of intrigue began. 
Since 1881 Tsi An has ruled China 
without "her autbdHty being ques- 
tioned. On all state occasions she sits 
upon the throne, while the emperor 
occupies a chair on the dais noticeably 
lower. It is charged that she has tried 
to prevent any reform of the many 
abuses in the various branches of the 
Chinese government.

Pressing of a Claim of a Toledo Firm 


Hastened the Step TakCM.the Banks 
Refusing to Make Further Loans to 
the 
Company — Seven 
Thousand 


Hands Employed. 


Hartford, Conn,. Aug. 15.—The fail- 


ure of the Pope Manufacturing com- 
pany caused one of the biggest sur- 
prises this city has known, but it is 
not thought that the big industry will 
be affected by the action of the court. 
The probabilities are, according to 
Receiver Albert L. Pope, that the busi- 
ness will be continued. Mr. Pope 
stated that the company employs in 
all about 7,000 hands in its various 
plants. He said that the company has 
ample assets to meet the claims 
against it, and that the only reason ac- 
tion was taken was to protect the 
creditors 
and stockholders. 
When 


asked to make a statement regarding 
the financial condition of the Pope 
company, Mr. Pope &aid it was entirely 
too early to do so. The present con- 
dition of the money market, said Mr. 
Pope, was responsible for the step 
taken, the banks refusing to make fur- 
ther loans to the company. The press- 
ing of a claim by the McManus-Kelly 
company of Toledo hastened the pro- 
ceedings. 
On Aug. IS the hearing of 


the confirmation of the appointment of 
the temporary receiver will be held. 
Mr. Pope's bonds are fixed at $200,000, 
and he is authorized to borrow to the 
extent of $50,000 to continue the busi- 
ness. 


Albert Rathbone, counsel for Albert 


L. Pope, said that the troubles of the 
company were the outcome of the 
present rigid 
monetary 
conditions. 


Loans were falling due, Mr. Rathbone 
said, and the company was unable to 
meet them. 


A meeting of the receivers shows 


the total capitalization of the Pope 
Manufacturing company to be ?22,500,- 
000, and that the company was organ- 
ized in 1903 in New Jersey. The com- 
pany has plants in Indianapolis, Ind., 
and Toledo, O. 


Receivers Appointed. 


New York, Aug. 15.—Receivers of 


the Pope Manufacturing company and 
its subidiary company, the Pope Motor 
Car company, which are engaged in 
the manufacture of *• automobiles and 
bicycles, with main offices and plant 
at Hartford, Conn., were appointed in 
New York, New Jersey, Connecticut 
and Massachusetts. Similar action will 
be taken shortly in Illinois, Ohio, In- 
diana and Maryland, where the com- 
pany owns plants. The petitions filed 
by the McManus-Kelly company of To- 
ledo asking for receivers show the to- 
tal assets of both- companies to be 
$11,205,570, with total liabilities reach- 
ing $1,972,826. The difficulties of the 
Pope company were the direct result 
of a curtailment of loans and reduction 
of loans on notes. 


Slump In Wall Street. 


New York, Aug. 15.—Distrust of the 


government's attitude toward the cor- 
porations, a threatened 
monetary 


stringency in all the leading markets 
of the world and the financial embar- 
rassment of the Pope Manufacturing 
company combined to demoralize the 
stock 
market Wednesday. 
Prices 


melted in sensational fashion, and the 
average level of declines was below 
that reached in the memorable North- 
ern Pacific panic of May, 1901. 
Stocks 


were sold lower than ever before in 
their history. 


Zionist Congress. 


The Hague, Aug. 15. — The eighth 


international Zionist congress opened 
here. Dr. David Wolffsohn of Cologne 
made the opening address. The at- 
tendance, which was large, included 
several delegates to the peace confer- 
ence. 
Dr. Depinto, vice president of 


the Dutch court of cassation, wel- 
comed the Zionists in behalf of the 
Jewish community of The Hague. Dr. 
Max Xordau. in an address, said it was 
impossible to reach real, lasting peace 
without first securing justice for the 
subject 
or persecued races, among 


which the Jews occupied the first 
place. 
One of the Zionist delegates 


called attention to the "naming enthu- 
siasm of the Zionists," compared with 
the "indifferent, icy atmosphere of 
the peace conference," claiming that 
it showed how strong the racial and 
national feelings still are and how far 
the world is from universal peace.

Postal, shows that during the last 24 
hours the companies whose men went 
on a strike have made rapid strides 
towards getting their business back on 
a normal basis. Conditions have Im-

Union Telegraph company that they 
felt they were justified in opening 
their board of trade office. The Postal 
company officials declared that they 
were more than satisfied with what 
they had accomplished towards get- 
ting their service going, and that 
should matters continue to improve 
as rapidly as they have it will be but 
a short time until branch offices will 
be opened for business.

& Company, over 50 in number, quit 
work after the refusal of J. Ogden 
Armour to sign a new wage scale pro- 
viding for a 20 per cent increase and 
a closed shop.

The Western Union asked for the dis- 
missal of the men.
